At the instant of 
firing, the bullet had this downward ve- 
locity of 600 m.p.h., minus an upward 
velocity of 600 m.p.h., so that Its velocity 
relative to the earth was 0 m.p.h, Schroe- 
der is right, Instead of the bullet leaving

Ablest Congressmen plug recovery; U.S. wins race with Nazis for Brazilian trade 


The prime conclusion to be drawn from LIFE’s 
Congressional Poll (see pp. 13-17) is that—contrary 
to what politicians spend much of their time trying 
to persuade the country to believe—truth and virtue 
are not the sole possession of any one political party 
or school of political thought.

Trade with Brazil. The much-touted “trade war” be- 
tween the U. S. and the Fascist nations for the 
markets of South America turned up an important 
vietory for the U. S. last week. On March 9 in 
Washington Secretary Hull and Senor Oswaldo 
Aranha, the shrewd and gracious Foreign Minister 
of Brazil, concluded agreements giving a big boost 
to U. S.-Brazilian trade. Specifically: 1) the U. S., 
through the Export-Import Bank, will loan Brazil 
about. $20,000,000 with which to free her foreign- 
exchange market of restrictions, and (Congress 


willing) another $50,000,000 in gold to establish a 
Central Reserve Bank; 2) Brazil will resume pay 
ments on about a third of a billion dollars of U. S. 
loans. U.S. credit will be provided to finance exports 
to Brazil and U. S. technical experts to help Brazil 
develop her agriculture and industries 
‘These agreements meant that the biggest country 
in South America, after 
three years of flirting 
with Germany, had 
chosen to tie her eco- 
nomic fortunes to the 
U.S. Since 1924, Ger- 
many has made striking 
inroads into South 
America by her system 
of barter trading. With 
Brazil she more than 
doubled her trade | 
swapping her manufai 
tured products for cot 
ton, coffee and rubber. Brazil liked the brisk trade 
but found that the “blocked marks” upset her fi- 
nancial system and that she had to take whatever 
products Germany wanted to get rid of, at Ge 
many’s prices, Last summer she stopped all trade 
“blocked marks” for a month, later resumed it, 
Brazil knows that the U. S., nearer and richer 
than Germany, is still by far her best customer. 
German trade at its peak never reached half that 
with the U.S. The U. S., too, has money to lend 
and Germany has none, Brazil is traditionally the 
friend in Latin America, and 
jie reason. A tropical country, 
she raises chiefly crops that the U. S. needs. A 
temperate country like Argentina raises wheat and 
beef, both products which compete with ours. 
Brazil too has always been friendly to the Monroe 
Doctrine, even to naming the building where her 
Senate meets the Monroe Palace. The trade agree- 
ment opened the way for closer co-operation in de- 
fending the Western Hemisphere against Fascist ag- 
ssion. Day after the agreements were signed Sena- 
uggested that U pyards be allowed 
to build warships for Latin American countries. 
‘The setback to Germany was recognized in Berlin, 
where Major General Wilhelm Faupel, head of the 
“Tbero-American Institute,” attacked the Monroe 
Doctrine and the U.S., urging Germans to press their 
propaganda in South America by radio, press and 
film, “just like the United States.”

Seditious Slovakia. After Munich the Czechs, 20 years 
too late, granted autonomy to the Slovaks and the 
Carpatho-Ukrainians in Czecho-Slovakia, By that 
time some Slovaks and Carpatho-Ukrainians had 
ceased to be loyal Czechs, promptly began planning 
sedition. Last week the Czech Government, which 
has all the money in Czecho-Slovakia, cracked down 
on both little govern- 
ments on pain of getting 
no Federal funds, kicked 
out Premier Tiso of Slo- 
vakia and Transporta- 
tion Minister Revay of 
Carpatho-Ukraine. Both 
addressed frenzied ap- 
peals to Germany. Re- 
vay’s was turned down. 
Tiso’s was good enough 
to send Hitler into a 
huddle with his foreign-

policy advisers. But the shrewd Czechs seemed to 
have picked a moment when Hitler did not want to get 
mixed up in the troublesof other people's minorities. 


Communist Cleanup. An 
Army cabal, headed by 
Colonel Segismundo Ca- 
sado, last week kicked 
out of Loyalist Spain the 
“Death With Honor” 
Government headed by 
Premier Negrin and put 
in General Miajaas presi- 
dent of the National De- 
fense Council. “Peace, 
but a worthy peace, in 
the way the war was 
worthy,” was Miaja’s program. ‘This by no means 
suited the Spanish Communists, Whole regiments of 
them revolted all over Loyalist Spain, were blown 
down by Republican artillery, tanks and planes. 
Franco's attitude toward the new government was 
revealed by the calm with which he held his waiting 
armies off until the Loyalists had cleaned their 
skirts of the Communist regiments,

Its swimmers have near monopoly 
on the prep-school championship 


fteen years ago a 28-year-old youth, fresh out of 

‘Prinecton, appeared on the campus of Mercersburg 
Academy located in Pennsylvania's Cumberland 
Valley. ‘To the headmaster he announced himself as 
Johnny Miller, the new swimming coach, 'To close 
friends he said he would stay at Mercersburg only 
‘one year, that the reason he was teaching swimming 
was to pay off his college debts. 

Miller is still at Mercersburg, and year after year 
he is turning out the best preparatory school swim- 
ming teams in the land, In 15 seasons his boys have 
won 140 meets, lost only eight. Mercersburg swim- 
mers hold eight of the ten short-course interscholas- 
tie records, and this winter, as they win meet after 
meet, they s 
national interscholastic champions, 

A swimming coach at a prep school must be, first 
of all, a body builder. He must take boys 15 or 16 
years old, toughen their muscles until they can swim 
1,500 yd. a day. ‘To watch John Miller's methods an 
observer might he puzzled as to whether he was 
training runners, bicycle riders or gymnasts. Long 
before he puts his squad in the water of the big Mer- 
cersburg pool he has them working out on dry land, 
swinging dumbbells, tossing medicine bally and jo; 
ging across country. Only when they have reached 
perfect physical shape docs he take them indoors, 
teach them strokes, turns and dive then 
they must keep up their dry-land swimming. 

Star of this year's team, and possibly the greatest, 
swimmwr the school has ever had, is a 19-year-old 
Hartford, Conn. boy, named Dave ‘Tyler (upper 
left). Six ft. tall, with broad shoulders and arms like 
a blacksmith’s, Tyler holds the U. S. interscholastie 
records in the 50-yd, dash (28.6 see.), the 100-yd. 
dash (52.5 sec.) and the 220-yd. swim (2 min., 13.6 
sec.). Next year he expects to enter Yale and trav- 
el to Finland with the 1940 U. S. Olympic team.

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BROOKLYN PASTOR IN PULPIT JAIL 
PLEADS FOR MARTIN NIEMOELLER 


n Sunday March 5, Rev. Martin Niemoeller, champion of religious free- 

dom in Germany, began his second year of solitary confinement in the 
Nazi concentration camp at Sachsenhausen, Prussia. ‘That same day, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., the congregation of Presbyterian Union Church of Bay 
Ridge witnessed a memorable service. 

As Pastor John Paul Jones approached his pulpit, two Nazi-uniformed 
ushers took him roughly in charge, crying “Traitor!” To the choir, who 
protested that he preached the word of God, they replied: “The Leader 
decrees what is to be preached!” and escorted Pastor Jones from the altar. 

His assistant then called on the congregation to bow their heads in 
prayer for Martin Niemocller “for whom what you have scen enacted is 
reality.” They raised their eyes to see before the pulpit a beaverboard 
replica of the walls of Sachsenhausen. At an iron-barred window in the 
wall, Pastor Jones appeared to deliver his interrupted sermon. 

From his prison cell Martin Niemoeller delivers no sermons, but he 
remains the leader of rebellious German Lutheranism. Before his arrest 
his fiery sermons, preached in his church near the German capital, had 
aroused nationwide resentment against the religious decrees of the Gov- 
ernment, Brought to trial after eight months in prison, he was released 
on March 3, 1938 as having already served his sentence. But the Nazi 
secret police rearrested him, clapped him back into concentration. Offered 
his freedom on condition of silence, Martin Niemoeller has chosen a mar- 
tyrdom that has filled the German churches and stiffened their defiance. 


“No one is free, while a soul remains in prison,” declares Pastor Jones. At call of 
Federal Council of Churches, many U.S. pastors preached sermons on Niemoeller.

But Paul Joseph Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda and Pub- 
lic Enlightenment, a title and office invented by himself, is the most 
hated man in the Reic “Jupkin,"’ the nickname by which he is 
known in his native Rhineland, is an unflattering diminutive in 
Rhenish dialect meaning “‘insignificant little Joc.” Having spent 
4z years of his life in bitter combat with the normal and healthy 
world, ipkin'’ Goebbels, lecherous, shrewd, suave, ambitious, 
vindictive, stands today at the head of Germany's smoothest func- 
tioning organization and is largely responsible for the nadir to 
which German prestige has sunk in the rest of the world. 

Hicler regards him as a necessary evil and is also bound to him 
for ons of loyalty because Goebbels bled for the cause of 
National Socialism, invading and conquering Berlin, the strong- 
hold of German Communism, when more stalwart Nazis were 
content to remain in lethargic Bavaria. Goring hates him openly. 
Himmler, the omnipotent police chief, regards him as a useful 
accomplice and front when there is dirty work to be done. And 
the lesser fry fear and distrust him because few of the Nazi scutch- 
cons are without blots, and the Goebbels organization possesses 
sufficient information to place many a sinecured neck on the 
execution block. 

Moreover, the clubfooted little Minister is one of the few who 
have ready access to Hitler, and at the same time is able to bar the .

When a new set of extremely un- 
popular police laws was announced recently, it was Goebbels, not 
Himmler, who stood before the mictophone and posed in the news- 
reels. The Jewish pogrom was carried out by members of the SS 
and SA, who were acting in accordance with exact instructions, 
which included orders not to destroy certain synagogues of historic 
worth, or to harm certain privileged Jews, but ic was Goebbels 
and not Himmler or Lutze who bore the brunt of the blame. 
Members of the foreign press will not soon forget the sorry per- 
formance of the little Doctor when, on the fateful afternoon 
following the orgy of destruction, he appeared pasty, haggard and 
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ill at case before the press in the assembly room 
of his Ministry and, without anyone having 
spoken a word of accusation, began to defend 
himself. “You can’t blame me for what hap- 
pened,” he declared in a voice containing none 
of the usual Goebbels composure and suavit 
“Why, Iwas in Munich last night when all chis 
happened. 

His lack of popularity among the people is 
aptly proven by the undiluted joy exhibited by 
taxi drivers and barmen, charwomen and strect 
workers when the news of a Goebbels black eye 
or political setback begins to circulate. During

For the benefit of a gossiping nation the regi- 
mented press of Dr. Goebbels printed a photograph of five grinning 
Goebbels and a benignly smiling Fihrer in the background with a 
noncommittal caption to the effece chat the Goebbels family had 
been caught by a photographer during a recent visit to Obersalzberg 
The reconciliation visit took place during the late aucumn when the 
weather was raw and cold but the young Goebbels are all dressed in 
summer clothes with short sleeves and socks, which, as every Ger- 
man knows, would be unpardonable in a country which conscien- 
tiously puts on long underwear and woolens at the first sign of frost.

Party organ (Valkischer Beobachter) and his own personal organ, Der 
Angriff (The Attack). The German people, who never learn through the 
German press of a German disaster, airplane crash, murder or 
political reverse, do not need to know what is going on in the 
world, he maintains. They are and must remain the pawns of the 
State to be moved and swayed as the leaders deem desirable, and 
their minds, like their bodies, belong to the State. Foreign residents 
in the Reich have become accustomed to the puzzled expressions on 
German faces when the entire press suddenly begins to revile and 
abuse President Roosevelt or Anthony Eden without any apparent 
reason.

He is aided in holding down the lefe side of the political 
seesaw by Himmler who, like him, dreams of a rapprochement 
between Germany and Soviet Russia with an ensuing division of the 
spoils—in this case Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania. Ribben- 
trop’s Anti-Comintern Pact received no support from the Goebbels 
camp and was openly criticized in SS circles. The present idea of 
Ukrainian independence is receiving little or no acclaim in Germany 
because che propaganda drum-beaters are anticipating a bigger haul. 
Goebbels sees a boundless spiritual realm once he is in the position 
to begin synthesizing National Socialism and Communism 

Foreign correspondents who have watched him ripen from a 
vicious agitator with nihilistic leanings into the supermind of 
National Socialism, are convinced that he is an independent radical 
and hell-raiser whose only god is power. Whereas formerly he was 
regarded as indispensable to the cause, many now think he has 
served his purpose and is a hindrance to a government which re- 
quires constructive propaganda rather than continued abuse and 
vilification leveled at che states with whom the Third Reich must 
live in peace. But the rapidly growing group in Wilhelmstrasse 
that would like to sce the Little Doctor amputated from the German 
body politic agrees that he would have to be killed. As an enemy 
abroad he would be more dangerous than a hostile army.

Theoretically, Gocbbels holds down three salaried jobs. He is 
Minister in the Cabinet, Gauleiter (Regional Leader) of the Berlin 
district and a member of the Reichstag. His monthly salary is a 
relatively modest 4,800 marks. In addition he is provided with a 
car, chauffeur and town house with servants. Other Gauleiter and 
ministers have about the same salary and have to live in a quite un- 
pretentious manner, but Goebbels owns one of Prussia’s most attrac- 
tive estates at Schwanenwerder on a lake neat Berlin, a cown house 
in Berlin, and according to late reports is acquiring a new palace, 
which is being erected in the private Chancellery Park behind the 
Foreign Office. Schwanenwerder, which he is said to have acquired 
from a Jew for a song and for which, according to reliable reports, 
the Berlin muscums were called upon to contribute some of thei 
finest oriental rugs, was formerly open to the public on certain days 
of the week, but when gossip began to spread it was closed. A short 
film depicting the Goebbels family at home in Schwanenwerder, and 
also incidentally revealing the lavish style in which the estate is run, 
appeared suddenly in the Berlin cinemas about one year ago as a 
“cultural film’ but instead of increasing the popularity of the 
Minister, ic set all Berlin wondering how he managed to do it on his 
salary, and after a few showings, the film was discreetly removed. 

In appearance he is conspicuous because he does not fit into the 
human family, cither as a normal or abnormal person. He is only 
5 ft. 4 in. call, has a head much too large for his body, and in his 
emaciation he resembles Ghandi. According to a recent Viennese 
joke, a Hawsfraw went into a butchershop and asked for “'10 Ib. of 
Goebbels."* After some deliberation the butcher gave het "'8 Ib. of 
mouth and 2 Ib. of bones.” A ranking German medical authority 
recently delivered to his class the following lecture, now avidly re= 
peated over the Berlin beer tables: “Clubfoored persons usually 
exhibit certain peculiarities of character. They are subject to extreme 
moods and as a general rule are highly sensual. Because of their 
natural affliction they are not infrequently motivated in their actions 
by hatred of the normal and healthy. The master villains and crim- 
inals of history have in a striking number of cases been deformed in 
this or a similar manner. There is, however, one outstanding 
exception—Lord Byron." 

The Goebbels family tree has provided material for endless specu- 
lation because little or nothing is known of his forebears, He docs 
not fit into any of the Germanic racial categories and would be 
taken at first sight for an Italian or even a Jew. An ethnologist 
currying favor once produced a treatise on a Germanic group called 
Nachgedunkeltexwerggermanen, which might be approximately trans- 
lated as “Dwarf Germans who later became dark in color," and 
announced that Goebbels belonged to it. This was too much even 
for the gullible, however, and the ethnologist and his treatise were 
both suppressed. Another theory is that his ancestors came from a 
district near The Netherlands and there picked up some Malay blood 
from a Dutch colonial. Berliners arc fond of relating that during the 
early days of National Socialism, he arrived at the Berlin Sport 
Palace for a political rally but, as he was about to enter the building, 
a friendly policeman caught him by the shoulder and said, ‘Better 
not go in there, buddy. They're all anti-Semites.”*
